1. SIXTH PLENARY OF NPT PREPCOM II MET SEPTEMBER 2 
AND CONTINUED DISCUSSION OF DETAILED RULES OF 
PROCEDURE. A NUMBER OF ROUTINE RULES WERE APPROVED 
AND MAJOR PART OF TIME WAS DEVOTED TO DISCUSSION OF 
CONSENSUS VERSUS CONSENSUS-VOTING AS MEANS OF REACH- 
ING DECISION. AUSTRALIA, NIGERIA, SWEDEN, PHILIPPINES, 
YUGOSLAVIA, MEXICO, SUDAN, PERU, ROMANIA, GHANA AND 
MOROCCO SPOKE IN FAVOR OF SWEDISH DRAFT (REF PARA. 9, 
GENEVA 5520). USSR, UK, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, HUNGARY AND 
BULGARIA SPOKE DEFINITIVELY AGAINST SWEDISH 
DRAFT AND FOR DECISIONS ON SUBSTANTIVE MATTERS TO BE 
MADE ONLY BY CONSENSUS. DENMARK TOOK APPARENTLY SAME 
STAND, PERHAPS LESS DEFINITIVELY. USDEL MADE GENERAL 
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PRESENTATION ON ADVANTAGES OF ACTING BY CONSENSUS IN 
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TERMS OF CONSTRUCTIVE RESULTS TO BE ACHIEVED FROM 
REVIEW CONFERENCE, BUT MADE NO DEFINITIVE STATEMENT 
ON SWEDISH DRAFT. 

2. THIS QUESTION WAS THEN PUT ASIDE AND PREPCOM 
WILL PROCEED WITH OTHER RULES OF PROCEDURE COMING 
BACK TO CONSENSUS-VOTING QUESTION AT LATER STAGE. DALE 
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
